Platoons Advance.

elders) were arrested by the force 
and held for examination. 
Instructions to the force had

Punishment ‘Explained, 


The villager was _ releas- 
ed,” and commissioned to hand 
to! his fellow villagers a number 
of copies of the’ Chinese. neice 
explaining the reasons; for. the ‘dc- 
tions tnken.

shore in safety. At Hai Chau, a 
worthy Naval officer. was seen 
sedately carrying a hen coop and 

chickens from beside their burning 
home to the safe precincts of the 
village temple. In. the ‘second 
chamlet, great commotion was caus- 
ed by the’ squealing of a pig. 
‘party rushed to the rescue, . but 
only to be met ‘by a stalwart 
marine fondly cmbricing a‘ half 
grown pig which he was carrying 
to safety. : :

The New Governor of the 
Straits Settlements, who has‘ been 
Governor of Ceylon since 1926, has 
had a wide and varied experience 
in the Cole?ial Service since he 
joined the Malay States Civil Ser- 
-vice over 48 years ago. He was 
educated for the army and passed 
through Sanahurat; but eventually 
chose the Civil Serviee. He held 
many posts in Malaya during the 
20 years-he-epent there until 1903, 
in 1900 refusing the Governorship 
of. North Borneo because he dis- 
aporoved of the Chartered. Com- 
pany’s methods: ,He was appoint- 
ed Colonial-Seeretary at, Trinidad 
in 1903 .and ‘was Colonial Secre- 
tary of Ceylon from 1907 to 31912, 
during which .years - he often 
administered«* the Governmeni.

Mr. Maitland asked for an “ai. 
journment until Monday, . stating 
that it would take some time fo 
have the papers translated. Onc 
of ‘them, he suid, wes printed in’ 
English. 

Mr, King stressed the ‘pravity 
of the charge and said; "It. is 
extremely serious at the present 
time owing to the state of ‘China, 
and, the charge is a grave one. 
If it is proved by the police there, 
ean be no-question of a fine. I 
would suggest that if the accused 
have ‘any ‘friends they secure a 
lawyer before. Monday.”

“Wherever there has been good 
will dyarchy. has worked surpris- 
ingly well,” he said. ki : 

“When it began in, Bengal no 
Indian could become a Minister: 
without becoming a target of the 
fiercest abuse. But I found three 
men who undertook the task. 

“The Parliament elected at the 
second Genera! Election refused to 
yote the salaries for any Ministers, 
or to give them any support. . The 
Governor had no Minister to ad- 
minister the powers transferred to 
the Parliament, so we simply car- 
ried on as though the dyarchy had 
not come into existence. 


Temporary Expedient. 


“Within the past few weeks, the 
third General Blection under the 
new Constitution has taken_ place, 
and the new Parliament in Bengal 
has just voted salaries for two 
Ministers.” . 

Dyarchy, concluded the lecturer, 
was admittedly a temporary ex-: 
pedient. The next stop was to con-
